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MELBOURNE, June 27— A 
controversial film on the Viet- 
nam war already shown on 
BBC television has been with- 
held from showing by the Aus- 
tralian Broadcasting Commis- 
sion, at least until it (has been 
seen by the minister of cus- 
toms. 

The film is “Vietnam, Peo- 
ple and War,” produced by 
Michael Charlton, formerly of 
the Australian Broadcasting 
Commission, which was to 
have shown it Tuesday. 

The federal film censor in 
Sydney refused to make a de- 
cision about the film and sent 
it to Canberra. It is now to be 
sent across Australia to Perth 
for private viewing on Wed- 
nesday by Minister of Cus- 
toms Sen. Kenneth Anderson 
who is visiting Western Aus- 
tralia. 

It could then be withheld 
or cut if Anderson finds 
among other grounds that it 
I is “likely to be offensive to 
! a friendly nation.” 

The film was subjected to 
some American criticism when 
shown in England and it is 
viewed with some political 
delicacy here in view of the 
closeness of the American and 
Australian government atti- 
tudes on Vietnam. Prime Min- 
ister Harry E. Holt, who has 
committed Australia more 
deeply than ihis predecessor. 
Sir Robert Menzies, to armed 
support of the United States 
in Vietnam, left tonight for 
Washington, where he will 
call on President Johnson be- 
fore visiting London.
